Jess Comes Again

New Information Bureau 
to Serve Main Line Section 



Approximately 5,000,000 telephone 
numbers in Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
Delaware and several large cities in the 
eastern part of the United States now 
are quickly available for certain sub- 
scribers in the Main Line and Uppet 
Darby districts through a central in- 
formation bureau opened last week in 
the Hilltop central office building, 
Llanerch, by the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany of Pennsylvania. 

The bureau is the first of its kind 
to be opened for the convenience of 
subscribers in suburban Philadelphia 
and was planned to meet the ever-in 
creasing demands for this type of serv- 
ice. 

Initially, the bureau is to serve sub- 
scribers in the Ardmore, Cynwyd, Mer- 
ion and Narberth central offices in tht 
Main ■ Line district, and those reached 
through the Madison, Clearbrook, 
Boulevard, Hilltop and Sunset ex- 
changes in the Upper Darby district. 
From time to time the service will be 
extended to other central offices, so 
that by next spring requests for in- 
formation originating in Bryn Mawr, 
Wayne, Sharon Hill, Darby, Ridley 
Park, Media and Swarthmore also will 
be handled by the Hilltop bureau. Ap- 
proximately 53,000 subscribers even- 
tually will be served through the new 
information office. 

The bureau is equipped with posi- 
tions for fourteen operators, each of 
whom will have within reach directories 
containing telephone numbers in many 
toll and long-distance points in Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey and Delaware, 
in addition to New York City and 
suburbs, Baltimore, Washington, Bos- 
ton and Hartford.

Next Thursday, January 2, will see 
the inauguration of free house-to-house 
mail delivery in Haverford. Two car- 
riers have been appointed who will 
make two daily deliveries throughout 
the section served by the Haverford 
Post Office. One delivery of parcel 
post will also be made daily. 

This brings to a close an issue of 
nearly live years' standing which has 
proved to be one of the most agitated 
in the history of Ibis Main Line com- 
munity. While many Haverford resi- 
dents prided themselves upon having 
the simple address, 'Haverford, Pa.," 
others felt that the community had 
grown to sufficient proportions to war- 
rant having mail delivery and were 
irked at the wasted time necessitated 
by going to the post office for their 
mail often in inclement weather. 

Haverford's postmaster, George R 
Fleming, looked favorably upon the 
idea and in 1927 sent out a notice re- 
questing the putting up of mail boxes 
or the cutting of mail slots in doors 
It was discovered later, however, that 
Government authority was necessary 
before free postal service could be in- 
augurated. This brought a lull in the 
proceedings. 

Karly in this year a citizens' com- 
mittee got busy and several communi- 
cations passeel between it and the post- 
master. Following a trip to Washing- 
ton, Mr. Fleming reported to the at- 
torney of the committee that the 
United States Post Office Department 
was "prepared to authorize the estab- 
lishment of city delivery service in 
Haverford as soon as you (Postniastei 
Fleming) can report that all house 
numbers, street signs and mail recep- 
tacles are provided." 

A petition was circulated by the com- 
mittee signed by over two hundred 
householders, signifying their readiness 
to comply with the necessary condi- 
tions. Only thirty residents refused 
to sign this, according to the Execu- 
tive Committee. 

After conferences with John S. G 
Dunne, superintendent of highways of 
Lower Merion Township, and A. C 
Williams, engineer for Haverforel 
Township, the committee was soon 
able to report that all street signs bael 
been erected, bouses numbered and 
mail receptacles provided. Announce 
nicnts that mail delivery would com 
mence the first of the year was made 
by Postmaster Fleming in November
